43. (New) A neurostimulating lead comprising: / 
a body member having a wall, a proximal end and a distal end; 

a first conductor within the wall of the body member and extending between the 
proximal end and the distal end; / 

a first opening in the wall leading to the^onductor; 
a second opening in the wall leadipg to the conductor; 

a first conductive link within tiie first opening to electrically connect to the conductor; 

a second conductive lin)c within the second opening to electrically connect to the 
conductor; and / 

an electrode positioned proximate the outer surface of the body member and electrically 
connected to the firstxonductive link and to the second conductive link. 

44. (New)/ The neurostimulating lead in accordance with Claim 43 fiirther comprising at 
least one ccmnector having a contact electrically joined to the first conductor at the proximal end 
of the b/)dy member and adapted to connect the lead to a neurostimulator. 
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45. (New) The neurostimulating lead in accordance with Claim 43 wherein th^ody 
member is tubular and having an annular wall defining an internal lumen extending]>etween the 
proximal end and the distal end, and wherein the first conductor being spfiral wound and 
embedded in the annular wall. / 

46. (New) The neurostimulating lead in accordance wi<h Claim 45 wherein the body 
member comprises polyurethane and has an outer diameter of about 2 French and an internal 
diameter of about 0.012 inch. / 

47. (New) The neurostimulating leaden accordance with Claim 46 wherein the first 
conductor has a substantially rectangu^ cross-section about 0.004 inch wide by about 0.002 
inch high. / 

48. (New) The neurostimulating lead in accordance with Claim 47 wherein the first 
conductor comprises nietal, and wherein the metal is selected fi-om a group consisting of 
stainless steel, MP35N, titanium, tantalum, tungsten, platinum, and silver. 

49. (New/ The neurostimulating lead in accordance with Claim 45 wherein the first 
conducto/comprises turns, with each turn being at an angle between about 10 degrees to about 
80 degrees fi-om a longitudinal axis of the body member. 
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50. (New) The neurostimulating lead in accordance with Claim 49 wherein the elp<^trode 
comprises a thin film electrode. 

51. (New) The neurostimulating lead in accordance with Cla^ifi 43 wherein the first 
conductive link and the second conductive link comprise condueitive epoxy. 

52. (New) The neurostimulating lead in accojxlance with Claim 43 wherein the first 
conductive link and the second conductive link^Jomprise an electroplated conductive link. 

53. (New) The neurostimulatijig lead in accordance with Claim 52 wherein the 
electroplated conductive link comprises a metal selected from a group consisting of gold, silver, 
platinum, platinum-iridium and titanium. 



54. (New) The neurostimulating lead in accordance with Claim 43 wherein the electrode 
comprises a thin/nlm electrode, and the electrode comprises a first segment and a second 
segment disposed along a longitudinal dimension of the body member in overlapped relation, 
the first se^ent and the second segment adapted to be electrically connected to a one of a 
voltage pi positive polarity, a voltage of negative polarity, and zero voltage. 
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55. (New) The neurostimulating lead in accordance with Claim 43 wherein tii^^ei^ctt-ode 
comprises a thin film electrode, the thin film electrode comprisin^^^a-iifst layer of a metal 
selected from a group consisting of titanium, chromium^^nlckel and aluminum and having a 
thickness less than about 5 microns and a s^p<Snd layer of a metal selected from the group 
consisting of gold, platinum, plajintmi-iridium, silver and copper and having a thickness 
between about 500 angsjrdms and about 50 microns. 

56. (Kew) The neurostimulating lead in accordance with Claim 43 wherein the first 
cpnductor is embedded within the wall of the body member. 
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57. (New) A medical lead comprising: / 

a body member having a length, a surface, a proximal end and a distal end; 

a first conductor extending substantially the length of the body member; 

a first tunnel extending from the surface to the first comiuctor; 

a second tunnel extending from the surface to the fi^t conductor; 

a first conductive link within the first tunnej/and electrically connected to the first 
conductor; / 

a second conductive link within the second tunnel and electrically connected to the first 
conductor; and / 

an electrode positioned at the distal end of the body member, and wherein the first 
conductive link and the second conductive link are electrically connected to the electrode. 

58. (New) The medical lead in accordance with Claim 57 wherein the first conductive link 
comprises conductive/cpoxy. 



59. (New)^he medical lead in accordance with Claim 57 wherein the first conductive link 
is formed by a electroplating process. 
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60. (New) The medical lead in accordance with Claim 59 wherein the first conductive link 
formed by the electroplating process comprises a metal selected from a group consj^ng of gold, 
silver, platinum, platinum-iridium and titanium. X 

61. (New) The medical lead in accordance with Claim 59 ^Moierein the first conductor is 
embedded within a wall of the body member. / 

62. (New) The medical lead in accordance with Claim 57 further comprising: 
a second conductor extending substantially the length of the body member; 
a third tunnel extending from the surface to the second conductor; 

a fourth tunnel extending from the surface to the second conductor; 

a third conductive link Avithin the third tunnel and electrically connected to the second 
conductor; / 

a fourth conductive link within the fourth tunnel and electrically connected to the second 
conductor; and / 

a second/electrode positioned at the distal end of the body member, and wherein the third 
conductive link and the fourth conductive link are electrically connected to second electrode. 
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63. (New) A medical lead comprising: 

a body member having a wall, a proximal end and a 

a first conductor within the wall, and extending froni^e proximal end to the distal end; 
an electrode proximate a one of the proximal ena and the distal end; 
a first conductive link extending through |tfe wall and electrically connecting the first 
conductor and the electrode; and 

7 a second conductive link extendip^ through the wall and electrically connecting the first 

8 conductor and the electrode.
